McNairy  was  the  featured  speaker  at 
Lake  Tiak  O'Khata  resort  near  Loviisville 
on  February  7,  during  one  of  a  series  of 
multihousing*  ministry  regional  corder- 
ences  being  t^ld  around  the  state.
